Montreal. Oct. 27.— Maintaining 
the record of increasing earnings and 
decreasing operating ratio, a sum¬ 
mary 4>f earning* and expenses 
issued to-day' by the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways for September last 
and the nine-month period of 1926 
shew* a substantial Improvement In 
comparison with the earnings and 
operating ratio of the similar month 
and nine-month period of 1925. 

The net earnings during the first 
nine months of 1926 totaled $25,743.- 
334. as agaist $12,325,762.65 during 
the corresponding period in 1925, an 
increase of $13,417,571.38. or 108.86 
per cent. This Is .the largest net 
«ua. shown for such a period tiuu 
the amalgamation In 1922 of the lines 
forming the present system. 

GROSS EARNINGS 

During 8eptem!y>r. 1926. the gross 
earnings were. $23,712,951, the largest 
for any September since 1922. This 
sum compares with gross earnings 
of $22,606,263 In 1925, an Increase of 
$1,106,688. or 4 9 per cent. 

. Ths working expenses in Septem¬ 
ber. 1926. totaled $18.797.691,60. ns 
against 118.666.192.36 in September. 
1925. an increase of $131,499 44 or 
seven-tenths of one per cent. 

The net earnings during Septem¬ 
ber. 1926. were $4,915,259.40, as 
ngainst $3,940,070.84 In September. 
1925 an Increase of $975,199.56 equal 
to 24.75 per cent, during September 
of thla year. 

LARGEST SirjCE 1922 

Taking the nine-month period of 
19?f. tnrtodin* September, the gross 
earnings of the line amounted to 
$119,496,292. while during the first 
nine months of 1926 the gross earn¬ 
ings were $ 160 , 268 .

NOT WELL AOAPTEO 

Mr. Aubry's own experience In the 
Far East has taught him that the 
business is difficult. it takes the j 
I steady hand and calculating brain of 
a shrewd business man to make a 
success of the automobile trade He > 
! was proud“to say. nowsver. that ths I 
reputation of his company's cars put 
i them in good demand, and that he 
controlled a wide market in many of I 
! the big centres of the Orient. Chino, 
us yet. he said, wns not well adapted 
to automobile travel. There were 
tWo main reasons. 

The first of these was the unset¬ 
tled condition of the country, mak¬ 
ing it highly unlikely that motorists 
would Journey far afield. Bandits 
might take « liking to their cars. 
Military* knen might take a fancy to 
them, and put them to their own use 
at the expense of the owners. Tho 
second reason, and It was a good 
one too. was the lack ox good roada | 
The roads of the Interior were par¬ 
ticularly bad. it was said. Only In 
the cities were they good for auto¬ 
mobile travel. 

JAPAN USES CARS 

Japan presented a different prob¬ 
lem. There the automobile was used 
, widely for commercial purposes, as 
was the cuse In China. But It was 
.iIho .1 source of recreation an) 
pleasure to many, and the nation 
differed in this respect to the Chi¬ 
nese. Japanese, It was generally 
considered, were an easier people to 
cult I vjit i than the Chinese, and they 
more readily accepted the customs 
of the Occident—and with them the 
motor car. 

The time would x»rae ultimately, 
however, when China’s troubles were 
at nn end. or when her various prov¬ 
inces realized the necessity of good 
mads for faster transportation, and 
the time the automobile would come 
into its own. The Willys-Overland 
Company would be among the first 
rruik of cars In that contingency, be 
firmly believed.
